It la Said Trip Is Not Political, B ut, 
tha Result of Scores of Invitations 
to Visit Western Cities. 
Trenton, N. J., May I —The com­ 
plete schedule of Governor Wilson's 
forthcoming western tour was made 
public here for the first time. 
He will leave his home in Princeton 
on the afternoon of May 3 and will re­ 
turn on the afternoon of May 29, hav­ 
ing In the meantime "swung around 
the circle" to the extent of some 7000 
miles of railroad travel, stopping to 
make speeches at Kansas City, Den­ 
ver, Los Angeles, San Francisqw Port­ 
land, Seattle, Minneapolis, St. Paul 
and Lincoln, Neb. 
It is stated on Governor Wilson’s 
behalf that this tour is not a political 
one in any sense, but Is the result of 
scores of invitations which he has 
received throughout the spring from 
individuals and groups of men in the 
west who have urged him to visit 
them on the earliest possible occa­ 
sion. He has been unable, it Is de­ 
clared, to accept more than a quarter 
of the invitation and has uniformly 
declined those of a distinctly partisan 
nature. 
In Kansas City, where he speaks on 
the night of May 5, his host will be 
the Knife and Fork club, a business 
men’s 
organisation. 
In Denver his 
principal address will be at a banquet 
given by the Chamber of Commerce on 
May 8. 
On Sunday evening. May 9, 
he will speak at the celebration of the 
tercentenary of the English Bible, un­ 
der the auspices of the American Bi­ 
ble society In Denver. While in the 
Rocky mountain city he will 
lake 
luncheon on May 8 with a group of 
women voters and politicians, and on 
May 9 the Rocky Mountain Princeton 
club will give him a luncheon and the 
Mile High club will have a dinner In 
his honor. 
On the evening of May 12 Governor 
Wilson will be the guest of the Los 
Angeles Princeton club at a smoker 
and reception. The following day he 
will address the Pasadena Board of 
Trade. In San Francisco he will be 
the guest of Princeton men at lunch­ 
eon on May la, and that night at a 
banquet arranged by the Princeton, 
Yale and Harvard clubs of San Fran­ 
cisco. On the afternoon of May 16 he 
will speak in the Greek theater of the 
University of California, an outdoor 
auditorium holding 10,000 people, and 
which President Benjamin Ide Wheel­ 
er, of the university, has promised to 
have filled for the occasion. 
At Portland, Ore., Governor Wilson 
will be entertained at a luncheon at 
the University club on May 18, and 
will be the principal speaker at the 
banquet of the Portland Commercial 
club on that evening. On May 20 be is 
to be the guest of the University club 
of Seattle at luncheon, will dine with 
a few Democratic friends and speak at 
a public meeting. 
At Minneapolis on May 24 the gov­ 
ernor will address the Publicity club 
at a midday luncheon and at S t Paul 
will be the guest of the Association of 
Commerce at a banquet 
the 
same 
evening. He will reach Lincoln, Neb., 
on May 26 and will be the guest there 
at a banquet of the Commercial club, 
one of the earliest organisations to 
invite him to go west. Whether be 
will meet Colonel Bryan al Lincoln the 
governor does not know. He will leave 
Lincoln on May 27, spend Sunday, May 
28, resting in Chicago, and return 
home on May 29.

He also made notes and draw­ 
ings. He had a pocket glass with him 
sod found It valuable. While he was 
gazing a party of Chinese horsemen 
swept down on him. Though puzzled 
at hts appearance, they kept on. Hig­ 
gins faced them and. opening his 
mouth, began to pull linked aauaages 
from his mouth by the yard. This 
stopped them, but when the apparition

Bangor, Me., May I.—Damage al­ 
ready estim ated at nearly $10,000,000 
has been caused by a fire which broke 
out in Bacon A Robinson’s coal sheds 
on Broad stre e t Sunday afternoon. 
Thousands of people are walking the 
streets homeless. This morning the 
Ore was not under control and the 
flames were sweeping northw ard to­ 
ward Kenduskeag, carrying everything 
before them. 
Two 
persons are known to have 
been killed and over twenty have been 
Injured. 
Electric lights are out of commis­ 
sion and trolley cars are completely 
•topped for lack of power. 
Mayor Mullen has proclaimed m ar­ 
tial law, called out the local company 
of m ilitia of the national guard and 
telegraphed Governor Plaisted asking 
for more troops. 
Everything 
north of York street, 
from th e Kenduskeag stream to the 
eaat aide of Broadway, h at been burn­ 
ed, and nearly all of the line resi­ 
dences In the moat exclusive section 
of the city, aa well as the postoffice 
and all of th a largest office and busi­ 
ness buildings, are in ratine. The F irst 
Congregational church on Broadway, 
one of the oldest in the state; First 
Baptist church, St. John’s Episcopal, 
th* Central Congregational and the 
Universalist church are gone, aa Is the 
W indsor hotel and the high school 
building. The Bangor public library, 
with one of the most valuable coiler 
lions of books In New England, is to­ 
tally destroyed. 
Dynamite, powder and thousands of 
cartridges in the S. Crosby com pany’s 
sporting 
goods store, on Exchange 
street, exploded when the 
building 
caught 
fire. 
The 
lum ber mills of 
Morse A Co., on Valley avenue, have 
caught fire and th* huge pKes of lum­ 
ber along the stream are a m ass of 
flames. 


Buildings W ere Dynamited. 
' 


Help has arrived on special Maine 
Central trains from Augusta, W ater­ 
ville, 
Lewiston, 
Buck port and Old- 
town 
Although scores of buildings 
have been dynam ited, the firemen are 
powerless to check the flames. 
A 
Orong southeast wind bas been blow­ 
ing since the fire started and cinders 
have been responsible for the extent 
of the firs. At midnight the wind ap­ 
peared to be swinging som ewhat to 
th# westward and the fire was progres­ 
sing up the river in the general direc­ 
tion of the Maine General hospital. 
Company G, of the Second Maine in­ 
fantry, which is stationed In Bangor, 
is on duty to prevent looting, and the 
cadet battalion from the U niversity of 
Maine, at Orono, has just arrived un­ 
der command 
of 
Colonel Varnurn, 
Sixth United States cavalry, the com­ 
mandant. 
There are several million dollars' 
worth of securities in the safety de­ 
posit vaults of the various banks that 
have been burned, and sentries with 
loaded rifles ars on guard. 
Although the city hall has not yet 
caught fire, thirteen prisoners who 
ware in cells al the police station 
have been released by order of the 
mayor. 
An unknown fireman was struck by 
a falling wall from the Morse-Oliver 
building, 
at 
Exchange 
and

a I roots, and instantly killed early iu 
the evening. 
When the word was given for the 
firemen to leave the public library 
building 
all 
responded save John 
W iltshire, of Hook and Ladder com 
pany, No. I. A few m inutes later he 
appeared a t a third-story window. The 
crowd outside ssw him stand there a 
moment before the floor gave way and 
be toppled into the raging furnace 
beneath. 
Frank C. Hinckley was cut off lu the 
belfry of St. John’s Episcopal church, 
where he was 
trying to quench a 
■light blase. 
The front of the church 
caught beneath him, and he escaped 
by cutting the bell rope, fastening one 
end of it to a beam and sliding to 
lh# ground. 


Entire City Panic-Stricken. 


The entire city is psnlc-stricken. 
Men, women and children early began 
to flee from the scene. Many tried to 
carry their household effects out of 
th# fire, but it was Impossible to se­ 
cure wagon for this purpose, and so 
wheelbarrows 
sod 
baby 
carriages 
were pressed Into servlce.lnto these 
were hastily packed w hat valuables 
could be thought of in mom ents when 
the bravest would have been at their 
w it’s end, and on every hand could be 
seen these people making their way 
into the open country to safety. 
The firemen were absolutely help­ 
less before the conflagration. W iden­ 
ing out on both sides, Mayor Mullen 
saw that only a miracle could save 
tha business section of Bangor, and 
ha ordered tha chief of the depart- 


Bangor, next 
to 
Chicago, is the 
chief 
lumber* depot in the United 
States. The city is on the Penobscot 
river, which laps the forests of Maine 
and brings to the city logs and sawed 
timber. In Bangor were many sawmills 
and planing mills, and the pulp and 
paper mills also used quantities of 
pulp wood brought down by the river 
and the railroads. The city has a pop­ 
ulation of 20,000 and is sixty miles 
from the mouth of the Penobscot, ly­ 
ing at the head of navigation.

Fragm ents of Bodies Removed From 
A shet of Burned Coaches—Survi­ 


vors Sent Home. 


Easton, Pa., May I.—Eleven lives 
were lost In the derailm ent and burn 
lug of the Utica teachers’ special near 
M artin's creek. 
The train, carrying 
168 school teachers, was en route to 
W ashington. The railroad men them ­ 
selves say that the most remarkable 
feature of the wreck was that IOO 
weren’t killed In the terrific shock 
and the sudden sweep of fire. 
The train had run by way of Scran 
ton over the l.ackaw&nii& railroad and 
was taken in charge by the Pennsyl­ 
vania crew at 
Stroudsburg. 
There 
were 
three 
coaches. 
The corps of 
teachers were having a merry time 
and looking forward to great tihies 
during their stay In Washington, a 
feature of which was to have been a 
reception by Vice President and Mrs. 
Sherman. There was a sudden grind 
and jar. The m erry party was thrown 
together in heaps and violently jerked 
into ail sorts of positions, many of 
them buried under baggage. The en 
glue had left the tra< ks, turned over 
on Its side and the coaches were de­ 
railed. 
While the panic-stricken teachers 
were making frantic efforts to get out 
of the cars the flames broke out, 
seeming to envelop the whole train 
at once and sweeping with frightful 
roar upon the struggling women, none 
of whom had been able to snatch any 
wraps or hand baggage. 
So swift was the descent of the 
flames that the six unfortunates who 
had been unable to get out of the 
coaches in time were cremated, it is 
supposed. Another presumption is that 
they fainted with fright and that in 
the panicky rush they were overlook­ 
ed. The oil from the tank far Into 
which the passenger engine had crash­ 
ed fed the furious flames, and practi­ 
cally every atom of the coaches were 
consumed in the fiery furnace. 
It la 
supposed that coals from the firebox 
of the wrecked engine started the oil 
to burn, while flames from the stoves 
in the dining car did the mischief in 
the rear. 
Of the dead there were three in the 
Easton hospital: Eleanor Rutherford, 
a teacher, of Utica; Charles M. Per 
son, the train conductor, of Strouds­ 
burg, and M. VV. Vauoy, the engineer, 
of Trenton. 
There seems to he no reason to 
doubt that osiers died In the fire. 
From the mass of ashes and twisted 
iron the wrecking crew removed frag­ 
ments of four bodies. 
Professor A. C. Burton, president of 
the Utica Tteaf hers’ association, said 
that he had sent word home that the*** 
six teachers, all of Utica, perished in 
the flames: Sophie Knoult, Mary Al­ 
len, Sarah Jones. Susan Sessions, Bes

Stewart F. Day, secretary to Mayor 
Frederick Gilmore, of Utica, sent word 
to the mayor that after a talk with tile 
Pennsylvania railroad officials he was 
convinced that no further hope could 
be held out to th** relatives and friends 
of the six.

(J. Jones, of Utica, who 
came here with Mr. Day, thought that 
the fragm ents taken from the wreck 
were the remains of women. 
All of the burvlvors save the in

Utica carried injuries, some of them 
serious, hut they were able to travel. 
The investigation made by Professors 
Burton and Vim ent Brown and Miss 
Marian Haskins, one of the heroines 
of the wreck, determ ined 
definite!) 
that at least fifty of the teachers were 
burned or cut or bruised. On hoard 
the special train there were thirty wo­ 
men whose hands or faces were band­ 
aged.

NEW STYLE RURAL MAIL BOX 


Postoffice Urges Farmers te Help Pro­ 
tect Themselves Against Thieves. 
The postoffice department, at the 
suggestion of Fourth Assistant Post­ 
master General P. V. DeGraw, has is­ 
sued circulars to postmasters from 
whose offices rural routes are served. 
as well as those whose offices are not 
far distant therefrom, Informing them 
that it Is the desire of the depart­ 
ment that all patrons of rural delivery 
be urged to set up neat posts to which 
their mail boxes should be attached 
and to paint both boxes and posts 
white. 
This, It Is argued, will tend to secure 
uniformity and at the same time to 
serve notice that the box Is under the 
protection of the laws which regulate 
the mall service. In addition, the pa­ 
trons are urged to paint their names 
and box numbers In black letters two 
Inches high on the boxes. 
This will 
serve the same purpose as the front 
door plate In the city and make it 
easy to find any patron living along 
the line of a rural route. 
postmasters are further urged to en­ 
deavor to induce county and other of­ 
ficials to paint on the posts support­ 
ing the boxes located at crossroads 
the names of the towns or villages to 
which the roads lead and an arrow

Best Green Crop to Follow Clover 
Sow Early In Spring. 
In hi* bulletin on green cro[M» for 
summer soiling J. B. Lindsey of the 
Massachusetts station says that outs 
and Canada field peas make the best 
green crop to follow clover. Generally 
It is advisable to make three sowings, 
the first early as possible In the spring. 
the second nnd third fifteen und thirty 
days later. 
One und one half bushels each of thr­ 
oats aud pens is the usual quantity to 
the acn*. 
They l*jth may be sown 
broadcast at the same time after the 
land Is pl* wed and thoroughly har 
navel In with a wheel harrow, or the 
|n*uh may In* first sown and four or 
five days later the oats, the latter be 
lug covered with an Acme or similar 
harrow. 
The first sowing will 
la* 
ready a I salt June 25. and the cutting 
should begin as soon aa the outs abow 
the head. 
The average yield from the second 
and third sowings Is likely to lie heavy. 
as the crop mature* more quickly dur 
big warm weather. 
Oats and |>en* 
#vvlll remain in condition to cut for ten 
or twelve days. The average cow will 
consume from fifty to eighty pound* 
daily until that fe ed becomes tough 
One third of an acre will generally 
furnish ten cows with sufficient green 
f«*od for twelve days. This Is figured 
on a basis from forty to fifty pounds 
l**r day lit the case of average sized 
row*, with ten [ sin mis of "hay. 
Professor Lindsey d<H*a not consider 
it wise to fe<*l more than this ainouul 
of course green ft*ed* dally for the rea 
son that an excess produces an ex 
ceedingly laxative condition of tho 
bowels. Animals fed In excess of fifty 
pound* are likely to become noticeably 
thin In flesh 
In addition to the hay 
aru! green fodder, he believes It will 
usually prove economical to fa*! from 
four to seven quarts of grain mixture 
composed of one twenty-fifth part of 
bran and one part of flour middlings 
and gluten feed. 


Brains Needed In Hog Raising. 
Success in hog raising Is determined 
by Intelligent dally, sometimes hourly, 
care, attention to uany small details 
and good Judgment. 
When a farmer 
decide* to become a bog raiser be 
should plau to stay permit lieut ly In the 
busine** 
Going into the hog business when 
the bogs are high and going out w’hen 
hogs are low is not a [laying business. 
It is the farmer who stays In the host­ 
iles* year after year who makes the 
money In the long run. 
He can Im­ 
prove Ids herd each year by careful 
selection and improve the quality of 
hi* animals 
He ran gradually get 
around him at little ox pense the build­ 
ings and yards and pastures that ho 
nc«*ds and can plan his crops and gen­ 
eral farm management so as to reduce 
the cost of raising hogs to the lowest 
point.—n .
